Americans have the idva that you must j heraldic meaning, implying not only, 
go to the old country to fiiid perfection | the honors won by the brave in person, 
in domestic service, but our contempo- 
rary shows that the problem is coexten- 
sive with ^nglo-Saxondoin. "Wherever 
two or three women are gathered to- 
gether," says The Scotsman, "the con- 
versation turns on the shortcomings of 
the domestic servant." 


Jt is not so in the east "You never 


bear any man or woman who has lived 
in the east talking with, praise of the 
home comforts of England, for it is of 
no use concealing, the fact that by con- 
trast with the smooth domestic life of 
India, the absence of household wear and 
tear and worries, British housekeeping 
appears an uncomfortable, chaotic sort 
of proceeding. 


"English women who pride themselves 


on being good housekeepers continually 
look after and supervise their servants 
till all the lawful responsibility of tha 
maid is merged in that of the mistress. 
The good housewife's perennial cry is 
that she is worried to death to keep her 
servants up to tbe mark. A constant 
supervision seems to be the chronic bur- 
den of 
the British housewife. 
The 


'white lady' of the eastern bungalow 
would never dream of supervising the 
meals for dinner party or the arrange- 
ment of the table. She tells her stately 
Hindoo butler, her Cingalese appu or 
her Chinese servant that so many guests 
are coming to dinner. As a matte* of 
routine he writes out and submits to her 
approval a menu of sis, eight or ten 
courses, as the case may be. She crosses 
out any dish she does not like or adds 
those she would prefer, impresses on 
him that everything, is.,to be. very nice, 
jiud he does the rest without fuss or fur- 
ther trouble." 


In France, Germany, Holland and Bel- 


gium there is still domestic discipline, and 
domestic servants are fairly satisfactory, 
but in England and the United Staten 


but representing also the claims of his 
family and race to distinction. In other 
words, what is shown among more cul- 
tured communities by coats of arms, 
orders and decorations is depicted by 
tbe Indian on ills face by means of pig- 
ments. 


Scientists are now engaged, among 


other novel investigations concerning 
tbe North American Indian, in compil- 
ing a record of the armorial, or, rather, 
facial, bearings of certain celebrated 
chiefs, and it is said to be fascinating 
work. One renowned warrior, for in- 
'stance, will have his lip painted a cop- 
per red. This is found to indicate that 
his tribe was once in possession of 
huge mines of copper. Another indi- 
vidual will have his forehead adorned 
with a painting of a certain fish, thua 
implying that he or his people are re- 
nowned for prowess in catching flsh. 
The same distinguished person some- 
times wears a disk of pearl in addition 
to bis paint mask. This, by its shim- 
mering radiance and its form, implies 
that he is descended from the moon, 
In the sense that tbe goddess of night 
IK one of his ancestors. 


The fact that tbe Indian has no con- 


ception of perspective seriously handi- 
caps the success of his efforts at pic- 
torial art. Indeed the Indian limner 
merely aims to show tbe most charac- 
teristic portion of the object he at- 
tempts to depict unless he be a man 
of great attainment, in which case be 
divides or dissects the subject of bis 
picture and represents the whole by its 
parts, the latter being arranged en- 
tirely Irrespective of the natural se-

the weather. "The fact of the matter,'' 
Bays our contemporary very sensibly, "it. 
that men all over the world make much 
better domestic servants than women can 
or do. Probably the woman of the east 
..would make as poor a servant as the wo- 
man of Great Britain, and for the same 
reason., Your pretty parlor maid, with 
her jaunty cap, frills and lace trimmed 
apron, takes it for granted that she will 
spend only a very few years as a disciple 
of the duster. She intends to 'better her- 
self by marriage, and she ties her dainty 
cap s'trings with one eye to the parlor 
and both for the grocery man 'with pros- 
pects.* 


"The, Stop gap element enters into— 


and spoils—nearly every branch of wo- 
man's work. There is not one cook or 
housemaid in a million who looks for- 
ward to single blessedness and domestic 
service for all the days of her life. That

Tho features of tbe Indian are some- 


times incorporated Into tho representa- 
tion of tho animal which forms his 
heraldic bearing. Should the beaver, 
for example, bo the object to be de- 
picted. It Is not attempted to design 
tba whole form of the animal, but only 
Its distinctive and lypicul parts, as, for 
Instance, its peculiar tail, which is 
painted lu crisscross Hues extending 
from the chin to the nose, as though 
standing upright. The chin Itself does 
service as tbe beaver's bod^. 


The arbitrary methods of the Indian 


artist render it difficult, if not Impos- 
sible, for any but an expea-t to Inter- 
pret the meanings of the pictorial 
representations. 
Thus an animal's 


ears arc invariably depicted above the 
eyes oa tbe human subject, the ears of 
the beaver being just above the eye- 
brows. On the cheeks are painted tbe 
paws In a position as though they; 
were raised to the mouth in the man- 
ner conventional in Indian carvings. . 


The dogfish paluted In red on the 


face designates tbe members of an en- 
tire tribe. 
On the foreheads of the 


members of this tribe is painted tbe 
long, thin snout. Tbe gills are repre- 
sented by two curved lines below the 
eyes, while tbe tail Is shown as cut in 
two and hanging from each nostril. 
Only oue or two parts of an animal 
painted on an Indian's face indicate 
that he is of inferior position. The en- 
tire symbol, no mutter in what form 
presented, is significant of lofty sta- 
tion and high honors. 


The facial heraldry of the Indian 


may be said to be unique aot ailone in 
the method of representation employ- 
ed, but in the subjects selected. These 
latter include fish, flesh and fovtl of all 
description. Dog salmon, devilfish, star- 
fish, woodpeckers, ravens, eagles, bears, 
wolves, are comprised in 
gallery.

Fl»lic*k That Carry Batteries. 


The "torpedo," or "cramp lish," has

A SPARROW HAWK'S SPEED. 
~ 


The Bird of Vrry Doe* Hot Like * 


Stern €ba«e. 


The sparrow hawk docs not more tham" 


any o.ther like a long "stern cause," but 
piefers to attack with the advantage of 
a surprise when darting from a tree or 
around the comer of a wood or when 
swooping with splendid speed from a 
poisw several hundred yards above th« 
ground. 


We, seeing a finch or a starling taken 


in a moment, often do not weigh the fact 
that the victim was hardly on the wing and 
probably rising when the bird of prey 
came like a whirlwind and overwhelmed 
it. Even if the hawk discovers its prey 
when traversing the country at a lower 
elevation it has still the power of a fair 
momentum to take full advantage of the 
chuutre of a swooping rush at the prey, 
which is probably on tbe ground. 


Of course, when a rook is watched 


chasing n sparrow hawk across tho sky 
there is nothing to show that the latter 
is seriously trying to fly at speed. On 
the contrary, it generally seems in such 


case that tho hawk ia relying mainly on 


its soaring powers to avoid the attack. 
And it is remarkable, indeed, with how 
little apparent effort the hawk will soar 
up and up from the rook, wfclch all the 
while is obviously exerting itself fran- 
tically. On the other hand, it is general- 
ly to be seer, that when the birds are 
Sying at a level the rook has no difficulty 
in overtaking the hawk, who after a turn 
or two begins to go up, as already stated. 
The kestrel seems more often to evade Its 
enemies by a turn of speed, though it 
also takes to the soar readily. Last au- 
tumn I saw a flue female kestrel harried 
by two peewits, which swooped at it al- 
ternately, -very prettily and with surpris- 
ing persistence. At last ths hawk, seem- 
ingly tired of "putting out," as a falconer 
would say, of these active birds, went 
straight ahead apparently as hard as it 
could, and then one could see that the 
peewits were not able to overtake it, 
though they followed to some distance. 
The same thing happened with the crow. 
The latter chased the hawk, but was at 
last outttown in a sheer, straight flight.— 
Knowledge.

Evans has prepared a statement show- 
ing the operations in principal features 
of the pension bureau during the last 
fiscal year as compared with former 
years. 


Most of the data will be embodied In 


his annual report, and tbe statement la 
prepared for the use of the national 
encampment of the G. A, R., which will 
be hpld before the report Is ready. 


It shows that the number of pension- 


ers on the rolls June 30 last was 997,- 
735, a net gam of 4,200 over last year. 
The total net loss to the roll during the 
year was 43,580, which includes 38,- 
153 by death, 8T& by remarriage, 1,582 
by minors reaching tbe age of 16, 1,538 
by failure to claim pension and 1.400 
from other causes. A comparative ta- 
ble shows that the roll for the year just 
closed is the high water mark in the 
history of the pension bureau, the next 
highest having been reached in 1898. 
Of the gains to the rolls during the 
year 3,849 were from the war with 
Spain. The losses Include 2 from the 
Revolution, 215 from the war of 1812, 
820 from the war with Mexico and 544 
from the Indian wars. The gains to 
the roll since 1898 were 13,334 widows 
of the civil war and 5,004 from the 
Spanish war; total, 18,938. 
The net 


gain to the rolls in the four years was 
4.0U1. 


Pensions granted to widows under 


the act of June 27, 1890, during the 
yenr numbered Kt,«K>, or nearly 4.500 
In excess of those granted the previous 
year. 


The pensioners on the rolls are clas- 


sified as follows: 


Survivors. 
8,<lo5; invalids, 739,994; 


widows. 249,080. These comprise 13,- 
124 widows and the 8,tKM> survivors on 
account of old wars prior to 1801, 297,- 
G7S invalids and b8,802 on account of 
general laws, disability of service ori- 
gin, mostly civil war; 438,114 itnaJids 
and 145.111 widows on account of the 
June, 1890. act, civil war disability not 
due to service; 050 army nurses and 
3,5.">5 Invalids and 2,049 widows on ac- 
count of the war with Spain. 


The total amount paid to pensioners 


as th-ht payments on the allowance of 
their claims during 15J01 was $9,934,- 
704. or $100.2:58 more than the rlrst pay- 
ments during 11)00. This amount repre- 
sents the arrears of pension, aggregat- 
ing 0~r> chiiniM allowed, to an average 
of nearly .$l,.r>00 each.

The fees paid to attorneys amounted 


to $591.245. an Increase of almost $74,- 
000, due to the Spanish war. Af least 
10(1.00(1 of the medical examinations 
hfld (luring tho year resulted unfa- 
vorably to tho claimants. The fun omit 
puicl to pensioners under the general 
law (luring Hie year \\ns !f(i7,807.2.'{at a 
decrease of $1.700,25:? from the amount 
paid last year. It is believed that dur- 
ing the tiscal year of 1902 the pay- 
ments under the general law will be 
exceeded by those of pensioncix under 
the net of ISOn. The Spanish war pen- 
sioners received $1.175,2^5, an Increase 
over hist year of $842,320. nnd the pen- 
sioners under the act of 1800 as amend- 
ed May «. 1000, received $00,973,481, an 
increase over last year of $1,207.402. 


During the last 30 years the surviv- 


ors of the war of W12 and their wid- 
ows have received $44.841,040, Mexican 
war $30,201,187 and Indian wars $5,- 
402,i C>4. 


The total disbursements for pensions 


from July 1, 1790, to June 30 of this 
year aggregate $2.703.350.033. 


There were 45,800 claimants for pen- 


sions during the year. The pension 
rolls still contain the names of one sur- 
vivor and 1.527 widows on account of 
the war of 1812. 1,080 survivors and 
3,479 widows on account of Indian 
wars and 7,508 survivors and 8,109 
widows on account of the Mexican 
war. 


The bureau issued 109,G08 certifi- 


cates of all cla&ses during the year, 
44,225 being for original pension. 


The number of claims pending July 


1 last was 403,509.

As flies are preserved in nmber, so 


men who mine for ozocerite or mineral 
wax sometimes are overwhelmed ir. 
the soft mass forced out by the enor- 
mous pressure of the confined gases 
and are imbedded and sealed up alive 
In the sticky stuff, to be uncovered, 
perhaps, only In the lapse of ages, aa 
new and Interesting fossils, unless 
their comrades, .with Infinite labor, res- 
cue their bodies. 


Ozocerite is found in Canada and 


Mexico, as well as in Austria-Hungary, 
Russia, Itoumanla, Egypt and Algeria, 
usually in connection with rock salt 
and coal, but so far It has not been dis- 
covered anywhere in. sufficient quanti- 
ties to pay for the mining except In the 
district of Borjslaw, In the Austrian 
province of Gallcla, and to a limited 
extent at Tchetefian, an Island on the 
west coast of tbe Caspian sea. 


America imports an inconsiderable 


quantity of crude ozocerite, only about 
11 tons of the 6,000 exported yearly 
from Austria, but when refined and 
made Into ceresin the product enters 
this country in the foi-rn of telegraphic 
cable was, shoe polish and wax cafcdles. 
In the latter manufacture It Is mixed 
with beeswax, which not only 
in- 


creases the fusibility of the beeswax, 
but also makes the candles much whit- 
er. 
Ceresin also is employed In the 


manufacture of phonographic cylin- 
ders, In modeling, In galvauo-plastic 
painting. In making shoemakers' wax 
and paraffin and in many other -ways. 


Mineral wax never Is found pure, and 


such of the crude material as is intend- 
ed for export is freed from earth, small 
etones, etc., near the mines. It is put 
Into tanks, which are heated either by 
a direct lire or by steam. In the former 
case the furnace is so arranged that 
the flames strike the sides us well as 
the bottom of the tank, for otherwise 
the wax overheats, causing partial dis- 
tillation. ' 


At all the larger works In Boryslaw 


steam is used now for this process, lu 
the beginning the steam must have the 
degree of beat necessary to melt th«> 
wax. Subsequently only sufficient heat 
need be maintained to keep the mass 
In a liquid state. This is continued uu 
til all earthy and other foreign matter 
has settled to tbe bottom. The wax is 
decanted Into Iron congealing vessels 
having the form of a truncated cone. 
These vessels are whitewashed on tbe 
Inside to prevent the adhesion of the 
congealed blocks of wax. 
The blocks 


obtained are from 15 to 25 inches hlgu, 
have a diameter of from 30 to 30 Inches 
and weigh from 050 to 850 pounds. 


By far tbe larger portion of tbe raw 


ozocerite used iu Austria Is manufac- 
tured Into ceserin, there being in thai 
country about 20 refineries. It is doubt- 
ful If the processes employed by any 
two of them are Identical. In most of the 
refining works the wax Is mixed with 
from 0 to 10 per cent of sulphuric acid, 
heated and filtered through bone, char- 
coal or spodlum. This colors It light 
yellow. ' It Is treated again with tbe 
sulphuric acid and finally with caustic 
soda until every particle of the acUl in 
eliminated. Fairly successful experi- 
ments have also been made to avoid 
the use of sulphuric acid and to substi- 
tute benzole, In which case the dissolv- 
ent is eliminated by distillation. 


In the' filtering process coal of tbe 


size of email grain is placed between 
two sieves, which are inserted In each 
filter. 
Several filters are placed to- 


gether in a frame and sufficiently heat 
ed by direct steam to keep the wax in 
a liquid state. Whenever the coal hng 
lost its etficacy as a blanching agent It 
can, by proper treatment, be rendered 
fit again for use. 


After the mass has been blanched 


sufficiently it is decanted into funnels 
provided with paper filters and having 
also a contrivance for being heated 
during the filtering process.

of goat's milk. It is brown in color 
nnfl served in the shape of bricks, done 
up In silver-paper. The initiated shave 
this into thin films and make it Into a 
sandwich with black bread and butter. 
This cheese Is really made from tbe 
whey after proper cheese has been 
manufactured. All the water is then 
boiled out, and the remainder Is com- 
pressed into these brown bricks, which 
taste sweet and gritty. 


Love of this cheese would take some 


time to acquire. The opportunity la 
not lacking, for It appears at every 
meal, from breakfast onward. There 
are several native cheese* Anothei 
terrible one, "pultost," is made with 
caraway seeds and always smells a* 
if it had gone bad.

A year ago last spring the tnibt 


dropped tho price of coal at wholesale 
at fifty cents a ton. Last April it noti 
tied nil dealers tbat compeoeing with 
tha* Jute the price of coal would ad 
vance ten cents per ton every month tijl 
Octobei 
This meant practically an ad 


value of seventy cents by October, 
which ss tweutj cents more n ton than 
the original price of fifty cents a ton a 
year Ix-foro. This manipulation by the 
trust brings them back more than it 
gave in the reductions.
